Augusta, Ga., October 6.—Infor- 
mation from the governor's office 
tonight is that Col. T. K. Scott, 
general manager of the Georgia 
road, has asked the governor to 
urge the civil authorities along the 
Georgia road to defend the strike- 
breakers. The governor declares 
he has not been notified of any 
inability on the part of any civil 
authorities to handle the situation, 
and that he can take no action un- 
less requested to do so by the civil 
authorities.

'road engineers were to quit their 
| Cabs, train No. 1 reached Atlanta at its 
poser hour Sunday afternoon. It was

tags sold by this department.

bulletin the hundreds of analysis 
made by the state chemist of these 
fertilizers, showing plainly to the buy- 
just what amounts of plant food 
and other materials are contained in 
each brand of fertilizer marketed in 
Georgia. 

Georgia, second only to the state of 
South Carolina, has long enjoyed the 
reputation of being the largest users 
of commercial fertilizer of any of the 
cotton growing states. Already the 
agricultura] department has put in an 
order for a heavy shipment of fer- 
tilizer tags for the season of 1913, 
which will open immediately after the 
first of the year, when it is expected 
that the sale of these tags will be un- 
usually heavy.

BIG RAIL CONTRACTS 
FOR 1913 SHIPMENT 


New York, October 6.—Interest in 
the steel trade last week centered 
largely in the placing of rail contracts 
for 191% shipment, including about 
80,000 tong’ for the St. Paul system, 
about 125,000 tons for the Pennsyl- 
vania, 28,000 tons (estimated) 
Iirie, 16,000 tons for the New Jersey 
Central, 15,000 tons for the Atlantic 
Coast Line, and 10,000 tons for the 
Lehigh Valley. September rail con- 
tracts, including 106,000 tons placed 
last week, aggregated 589,000 tons, 
making the total for the third quarter 
1,180,000 tons, and since January 1, 
3,208,009 tons.

The locker i of Atlanta will now 
be in the limelight and every one of 
them will be thoroughly investigated 
by the police committee of council be- 
fore permits are issued under a recent 
city charter amendment. 

The council will this afternoon take 
up petitions from all the locker clubs 
for permits and refer them to the 
police committee. ° The committee will 
meet on Tuesday, October 15, and hear 
from the managers of the clubs. Each 
club must subdmit to the committee a 
list of membership and a statement 
covering operating expenses, the 
amount of-liquor disposed of and the 
rules governing its management. 

Some of the clubs are claiming that 
they already have permits and have 
paid the required license of $500 a year. 
The police committee of council, how- 
ever, will insist that all the clubs 
must receive new permits or else be 
put out of business. 

There are now eighteen locker clubs 
in Atlanta which must secure new per- 
mits and there is-one new club, called 
the Press Club, which will ask that it 
be allowed to open up.

THOUSANDS HAIL 


for the Great Naval 
Review. 


New York, October 6.—H@aded by the 
flagship Connecticut, bearing the pen- 
dant of Rear Admiral Hughe Osterhaus, 
ten gray-clad warships steamed up 
New York bay today—the “backbone 
of the battleship division in the naval | 
gathering of which the harbor will be 
the scene for the next ten days. 

Thousands of sightseers were await- 
ing the battlships, whose arrival was 
heralded by screeching of innumerable | 
whistles on river craft. The din Kept; 
up continuously as the formidable line 
of sea fighters slowly felt their way up 
the Hudson to the anchorages assigned 
its units for the reviews and other 
ceremonials incident to the gathering 
here of the more than six score war 
craft which. are to participate in the 
biggest naval demonstration the port 
has ever known. 

Today's arrivals, besideg the flagship, 
were the battleships Ohio, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Nebraska, Kansas, Louis- 
jana, Delaware, Utah and Florida. No 
sooner had they dropped anchor than 
the fleet of small craft, prepared to 
convey the thousands who will visit 
the warships during the stay, was put 
into commission ready for the after- 
noon'’s visiting rush. 

Official opening of the program, in- 
cluding the review, began when the 
mayors committee and the reception 
committee, headed by Herman Ridder 
and Dr. John H. Finley, the chairman, 
put off for the flagship and gave the 
city’s formal welcome to Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus and his men. The commit- 
teemen were cordially received 
there was an extended exchange of 
felicitations. 

Tomorrow Admiral Osterhaus and the 
four admirals commanding divisions— 
Rear Admirals Fiske, Usher, Winslow 
and Fletcher—will call upon Mayor 
Gaynor at the city hall. The mayor 
wil shortly afterwards be conveyed to 
the flagship to return the visit. The 
welcoming committee ceremonies will 
be concluded in time for the party to 
attend a baseball game between the 
Giants and the Highlanders at the Polo 
grounds. 

With today’s big contingent of big 
battleships and with the other war 
craft that one by one have been ar- 
riving and dropping into place along 
the river, a fleet of goodly proportions 
is assembled. Additions will come 
rapidly until by the last of the week 
the expected total of 127 ships, with 
28,000 officers and men, will be in line 
for the big three days of the review, 
beginning Saturday and culminating on 
Tuesday, October 15, with a presiden- 
tial review.

It Promises to Be a Weather 
Market in Cotton This 
Week. 


New Orleans, La, October 6.—It 
promises to be a weather market in 
cotton this week. The last report on 
condition of the season is out of the 
way and the next report on ginning is 
still some way off. Attention will nat- 
urally be turned to weather conditions, 
especially so because of the increasing 
importance of the date of the first kill- 
ing frosts. 

If there is one thing the bear side 
fears it is cold weather; that tis, cold 
enough weather to kill the cotton 
plant. As long as temperatures keep 
above the danger level, the plant will 
continue to make and hope will grow 
that the top crop will mature. Frost 
would kill thig hope, and materially 
lessen the number of bales to be 
counted at the end of the season. Be- 
cause of this, shorts are very nerv- 
ous over weather conditions and prom- 
ise of colder weather this week would 
send them into a panic of buying. 

The conditions most desired in the 
octton belt now are fairly high tem- 
perature and no rain, These conditions 
would enable the unripen bolls to ma- 
ture and allow the crop to be gath- 
ered fast and with the least injury to 
grade. There is a world of cotton 
open in the belt and rains would not 
only delay picking but would also low- 
er the grade. 

The spot demand will be eagerly 
watched this week as there are signs 
that it is improving. Nearly all of 
the marketing points in the interior 
report more inquiry and if this in- 
creases during this week, bulls will 
be encouraged to take a bold stand. 
The last of an aggressive demand for 
actual cotton has embarrassed them to 
no small extent this fall. A good spot 
demand and poor weather would cause 
great activity on the long side. 

The bear side would be encouraged 
by good weather and by continued 
indifference of spot buyers. Short 
selling will increase unless European 
politics become more settled. 


HARMON BEATS NEGRO 
AT POLICE STATION 


While Motorcycle Policemen Jones 
and Wood, sitting in the sergeant’s 
office at police headquarters, were 
speculating on the whereabouts of 
Drew Harmon, a police character, who 
hadn't shown up at headquarters in 
several months, the thud of a body and 
an agonized cry for help were heard.

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GET RID OF CATTLE TICKS. 

In response to a number of requests 
for information in regarg to destroying 
cattle ticks: 

There are a number of ways to eradi- 
cate cattle ticks from a farm, or any 
| Woclosed area. It should be borne in 
mind that it would be impracticable 
to eradicate ticks from an open range 
unless all owners of cattle running on 
such range shall faithfully co-operate 
ir the work. The sections of the coun- 
try where cattle are owned in large 
numbers the most practicable method 
is that of dipping the cattle every 
week or two in vats constructed for 
that purpose and filled with water 
containing either a thin covering of 
petroleum or by adding to the water 
the proper quantity of an arsenical 
poison. Such farmers, or cattlemen— 
I mean those owning large herds of 
cattle—shoulq write to Dr. Peter F. 
Bahnsen, state entomologist, Atlanta, 
Ga., fo ra copy of a bulletin recently 
published by the department of agri- 
culture of Georgia entitled “The Ques- 
tion of Tick Eradication.” This bul- 
letin tells all about cattle ticks and the 
different ways of destroying them, but 
particularly how to construct and op- 
erate dipping vats. It prints in red 
ink no less loan forty (40) questions 
including all that are likely to be 
asked, and an answer to each question. 

Where one owns only two, or three, 
Or a dozen cattle, it may not be con- 
sidered advisable to go to the expense 
of constructing a dipping vat. In 
such case the cattle may be sprayed 
once every 4 to 6 davs with the 
arsenical preparation. Or the cattle 
may be carefully !nspected not less 
than once a week and every tick found 
destroyed by dropping in a bucket of 
water covered by a layer of kerosene. 
When an animal ts badly infesteq with 
small ticks these may be destroyed by 
applying a mixture of kerosene and 
any cheap oil (cotton seed oil or axle 
grease) 1 part kerosene to 2 or 3 parts 
of the other tingredient. Under this 
plan the cattle running In the pasture 
will become reinfested again and again 
so long as there are any seed ticks 
fn such pasture and these fresh lots 
or ticks (always seed ticks) will be 
brought to the barnyard to be destroy- 
@q as above directed. The number of 
ticks will become less and less until 
within a few months—depending on 
the time of the year—all the ticks will 
have either been brought to the barn 
to be destroved or died in the pasture 
of starvation. 

Another plan is based on the fact 
that all seed ticks in any given en- 
closed space will die of starvation in 
from five to nine months. These seed 
ticks cannot grow cnd mature unless 
they can get onto cattle. If al] cattle, 
mules and ..orses be removed from a 
pasture on the following dates and 
kept off, the ticks will all have died 
by the date rext following: Cattle, 
etc., removel July 1, ticks all dead 
March 1; removed August 1, all dead by 
May 1; September 1, by July 1; QOcto- 
ber 1, November 1, inclusive, by August 
1; December 1, by August 15; Decem- 
ber 15 to March 15, inclusive, by Sep- 
tember 1; April 1, by September 15; 
April 15, by October 15; May 1 to June 
15, inclusive, by November,1. It will 
be noted that the young titks survive 
longer wien the pertod includes one or 
more of the colder months of the year. 
For instance, if animals be removed 
April ) A the ticks will all be 
dead by September 15, 6% months. If 
animalg be removed Sept.mber 1, the 
ticks will not, as a rule, all die before 
the following July 1. 

So, if all animals be removed from a 
pasture Apirl 1, and they be inspected 
weekly and the ticks destroyed while 
running in another pasture, by Septem- 
ber 15 there will be no ticks in either 
of the pastures. There are several 
other chang’s and combinations that 
may be made so that in any case the 
ticks may be entirely eradicated. in

Oratory for experim-~tal tick work. 85 
I Know from actual «xperience that 
that method is altogether practicable. 
I have no reason whatever to doubt 
the effectiveness of he other methods 
above detailed.

SOW OATS! SOW OATS!! 

It is to me a gratifying reflection 
that I have for fifty years been what 
some people would call a “crank” on 
the subject of oat culture. As was the 
case with other farmers, the frequent 
loss, in whole or in part, of the crop 
as a result of severe cold weather was 
very discouraging. But I never gave 
up nor quit turning the crank, sowing 
early and late, both spring and fall. 
It didn't take long to conclude that 
sowing in the “twelve days” 
ing Christmas day) was about the 
worst time to sow between September 
1 and aMrch 1. I then tried sowing 
the latter half of February, and se- 
cured fairly good results, when rust 
did not interfere and there was no 
drouth in May. 

Then the rustproof oat was intro- 
duced and rust became a negligible 
danger; indeed, I never saw a par- 
ticle of rust on the genuine Texas rust- 
proof oat, or on any of its lineal de- 
scendants—Appler, Bancroft, etc I 
have sometimes said that the man who 
introduced the original Mexican (or 
Texas) rustproof oats should have a 
medal of honor presented to him as a 
testimonial. 

But the discovery and development 
of the “open furrow” plan of sowing 
oats was even a more valuable discov- 
ery, because it solves the problem how 
to carry a growing crow of full-sown 
oats through the winter, and how—in 
great measure—to enable the crop to 
withstand the frequent severe drouths 
in May. The hgnor of this discovery 
and its wide dissemination belongs of 
undisputed right to the Georgia experi. 
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ment station, of which this editor was 
at the time the director. 

The plan ts now so widely known 
and practiced throughout the south 
that the farmer who does not know 
about it must be a very Rip Van 
Winkle. 

Now is the time to sow, or, to be 
more accurate, the time for sowing 
extends from September 1 to October 1 
in the extreme northern tier of cotton- 
frowing counties: from October 1 to 
November 1 in the middle tier, and 
from November 1 to December 1 in the 
lower tier. 

I am not opposed to corn culture in 
the south; but we are now producing 
enough corn, if we would only produce 
five to ten -times as many oats as we 
are now growing. The area in corn 
ought really to be diminished, and yet 
secure more bushels of corn; while 
the area in oats should be doubled— 
trebled—quintupled and sextupled. 

But don't sow poor land or even or- 
dinary land to oats without a liberal 
application of fertilizer. My favorite 
fertilizer formula for oats on old up- 
lands, for one acre, is: 

200 pounds 14 per cent acid phosphate. 
250 pounds high-grade cotton meal 

50 pounds muriate of potash. 

The above would be more nearly an 
ideal formula if 100 pounds of the cot- 
ton meal be left out and 50 pounds of 
nitrate of soda be substituted, all to 
be sown with the seed in open furrows, 
the seed through the forward spout and 
the fertilizer through the rear spout. 

Two and a half (2%) bushels of seed 
per acre is about the right amount on 


the average.

TEXAS BOLL WEEVIL? 

Dr. W. N. H. Folk, Ehrhardt, S. C.— 
I inclose a small bug which resembles 
the boll weevil I saw several years 
ago exhibited by Colonel L. W. You- 
mans in a glass tube. I have caught 
two of these at different times. They 
were flying and pitched on my hand. 
They looked so much different from 
any of our native bugs I send you the 
last one I caught for examination. 
Flease let me know if it is a weevil, 
or not. 

Answer—tThe insect sent is a weevil, 
all right, which is a beetle having a 
more or less prolonged snout, but it 
is not a cotton boll weevil (Anthono- 
mis grandis.) If you catch another 
like the one sent you will notice that 
its pair of “feelers’’ (antennae) pro- 
ceed from the head at the 
base of the snout, one on 
each side. The feelers of the cotton 
on each side. The feelers of the cotton 
boll weevil are attached to and about 
midway the snout, and the latter is 
not so long—not more than half—as 
the snout of the weevil you sent.

(3) I was in town a few days ago 
and I heard some men talking. One 
said he was 65 years old and going on 
66. I told him he had done passed 66 
mile posts and he said I was wrong. | 
went across the street and asked the 
editor of our county paper and he 
said I was wrong. I say I am right. 
Now I want to put the question before 
you. What do you say? 

Answer—(1) The leaf sent is exactly 
like a variety of cotton known as the 


Okra-leaf cotton because of the close 
resemblance of the leaves to those of 
the okra plant. I have cultivated 


tion farm). It is a rather early va- 
riety and has a somewhat longer and 
finer staple than ordinary uplands, but 
is not so prolific. Possibly it might 
be improved in productiveness by care- 
ful selection of the most productive 
stalks for several years. 

(2) I know of no “gins” that would 
regin old mattress cotton, but it may 
be run through a “beater,” as al] cot- 
ton is done, in the cotton factory, 
which delivers it in a roll resembling 
the round bale before it is covered. 
The simplest treatment to renovate old 
cotton is to spread in the sun until 
thoroughly dry and then beat it for 
some time with rods or flails (in a 
room of course). 

(3) The first “milestone” one passes 
in life is the end of one year from 
his birth and he enters upon his second 
year immediately and is in his “second 
year” untill he reaches the second mile- 
post, which is the end of the second 
year. Where a road is posted from the 
courthohse to the county line (as our 
principal roads are supposed to be) the 
first milepost is at the end of the first 
mile and £0 on. 

According to some persons’ way of 
counting birthdays the day of one’s 
birth is his first birthday. His second 
birthday begins his second year and so 
on. But I think the great mass of 
people count birthdays tNe other way, 
that is, the end of the first year is the 
first birthday and the beginning of 
the second year of his life, and the 
first birthday by this method becomes 
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the first milepost, as there is no mffe- 
post at the starting point. If there 
were One,aperson born at that post 
could not be said to have “passed” it, 
nor to have reached it, but only te 
have left it. It is according to the 
“way we look at it.” 


VETCH AND OATS, OR WHEAT, FOR 
HAY. 

H. H. Mobley, LaGrange, Ga.—I will 
not make enough hay this year to 
carry me through the work period 
next year and wish to sow something 
this fall that will give me a desirable 
hay next summer. Some have susg- 
gested wheat and vetch, oats and 
vetch, and clover, etc. Now, I wish 
to have you advise me the best grains 
to grow for the purpose stated, how 
much to sow of each per acre, and 
when to sow. How should the land be 
prepared, as I have set aside five acres 
of good land for the ‘crop and will 
apply several loads of stable manure 
per acre before seeding. 

Answer—Excelent results have often 
been reported from sowing a mixture 
of wheat (or oats) and hairy vetch 
(Vicia villosa.) I inspected a one-acre 
patch (on very rich soil) of vetch and 
wheat several years ago. The yield 
of well-cured hay was something over 
8,000 pounds, or four tons. I think 
oats and vetch would make a more 
desirable mixture, especially in a lo- 
cality where wheat is particularly lia- 
ble to rust. 

The land should be prepared by deep 
Plowing and harrowing at least one 
month before planting, if practicable 
to do so, and the stable manure har- 
.owed in before sowing the grain seed. 
The sowing should be done about the 
last week in October, covering the 
seed about 1% to 2 inches—better 
sown with a drill. Sow two bushels 
of oats, or one bushel of wheat, with 
30 pounds hairy vetch seed. I suge- 
gest that you apply 200 pounds of acid 
phosphate and 30 pounds of muriate 
of potash along with the seed. This 
would be equivalent to 250 pounds of 
l4—-7 acid and potash, a higher grade 
than you will find in the market, and 
would probably be cheaper than 460 
pounds of 7—3%, or even 460 pounds 

In Maroh an application of 

pounds of nitrate of soda 

particularly helpful to the 
wheat, or oats, as the case may be. 

It would be better to sow the mixed 
grains by means of a grain drill, if 
available. If not available “rib” the 
land, i. e., run furrows with a small 
scooter about 14 to 16 inches apart, 
leaving the furrows open. Then sow 
the mixed seeds and drag a brush or 
very light smoothing harrow over to 
cover. 


STRAIN OF FETLOCK JOINT. 

Walter Claborn, Peoria, Ark.—I have 
a lame mule. The trouble seems to 
be in the pastern. The joint is slight- 
ly swollen, and at times she can hard- 
ly put her foot to the ground. At first 
the lez swelled to the hock. The sore- 
ness is in the back part of the jastern 
joint. Will you please give me a rem- 
edy? 

Answer—I am not certain as to the 
exact cause of the lameness, but am 
of opinion that the mule, has suffered 
a sprain of the ankle joint, possibly 
there is also a sprain (andcontraction) 
of the tendons that lie on the back of 
the leg and extend upward to the hock 
joint. At any rate the following treat- 
ment will be proper and is recommend- 
ed: Bathe the leg from the hock down 
to and including the fetlock with cold 
water for one-half hour and then ap- 
ply a lotion of % os. sugar of lead, 2 
ozs. of laudanum, 1 quart of water. 
Do this three times a day until all 
soreness and tenderness are gone and 
give complete rest until she can go 
without limping. If not much better 
in a week or ten days then proceed: 
Blister by rubbing in with the fingers 
some of the following: 2 drams can- 
tharides and 1 oz. of lard. Tie up 
her head for 12 hours and at the end 
of 24 hours wash off the blister oint- 
ment and apply a little pure lard. Turn 
her in pasture and repeat the blister 
every second week.
